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STILL AN INEFFICIENT MACHINE 

The strike of New York's ncwsptiper dcllv- 
erymcn, settled nrter 17 days, presented nn- 
othcr dl.imaylng example of the confused, 
bewildered and Ineltlcient stntc In which our 
wartime laljor relations machinery continues 
to operate. 

There had been little or no public approval 
of this strike, Consemus was that the union's 
leadership was short-sighted, wrong-headed 
andntuhboni, and brought upon Its member- 
ship a wholly unnecessary avalanche of 111 
will and governmental sanctions. 

Yet If the union's expedient course was 
clear, the path which that course would hayo 
taken was marked by many pitfalls. Most 
■of them were created by the wartime labor 
relations law known as the Bmlth-Connally 
act, which seems to work more badly the 
longer It Ig In force. 

The news dellverymen follower! uic act's 
provisions In declaring that a dispute existed 
and, In due time, taking a strike vote. And 
since their work was not a direct contribu- 
tion to the war's prosecution, the strike which 
followed was not Illegal. (The Smlth-Con- 
j nally act does not, In fact, declare a atrlko 
i In war Industries to be Illegal In so many 
words, but It does provide penalties for those 
who Incite such a strike.) 
The strikers then found themselves rim- 
j fronted with a war labor board order which, 
1 In contravention of the (Smlth-Conally) law 
[ of the land, declared the strike Illegal, And 
'the basis of thla declaration was not law or 
even executive order, but the pledge of or- 
ganizations entirely outside the government 
to refrain from striking. 

Labor's no-strlke pledge — kept In spirit 
though not always in fact— Is right and ad- 
mirable. The Smlth-Connally act is neither, 
Yet the'jatter is law and the former la not. 

The,B0lutIon remains the same: change the 
law. But congress, as persistently wrong and 
stubborn In this case as the striking news- 
men, still refuses to admit that it pulled a 
boner and take steps to correct It.

Perhaps It is not necessary to say that com- 
placency should not be added to rcJolcliiE at 
the success of our mighty air blows nBolnst 
Japan. For the destruction of scores of Jap 
planes on the ground and the absence "oI Jap 
lighters from the sky did not mean that the 
enemy's air force Is either destroyed or too

It la sensible to suspect that the Jnps are 
hiding their planes and saving them tot the 
day of our landing on their home islands. 
The fleet which recently stood off tho Jap- 
anese Islands was an enticing, though strong- 
ly protected, target for kamikaze squadrons. 
But It may be that tho suicide flyers are be- 
ing kept for attacks on transports as well is 
warships In the critical moment ot Invasion. 

The deliberate murder of one's own mili- 
tary personnel Is repugnant to us. But to 
the Japs, with their contempt of human life, 
this murder of suicide pilots must seem a 
imart move. And, humanity aside, it Is, To 
destroy as many as 500 of one's enemy, plus 
an enemy ship, at the cost of one ot your 
own men is aound thougH ruthless strategy. 

The best apparent defense against the sui- 
cide planes is still the destruction of airfields 
and airplane factories. And we may expect 
to see It continued on an even fiercer scale 
before the dawn ot D-day over Japan.

Fav- 
orable reaults In the treatment ot 
thLi disease have come (rom mak- 
■erj-one aware ot the poialhll- 
ity of appendlcltla when tliey have 
severe pen la tent abdominal pain. 
The other warning — do not take a 
caUiartlc. lojtutlve, or purgative 
when you have pain In the stomach 
—has BBVcd additional llvrs. 

When the appendix Is Inflamed. 
Uie aide la sore and tender. The 
muscles In the abdominal wall over 
the appendix go Into spasm to pro- 
tect tho Inflamed part. It the ap- 
pendix ilea back In the abdomen. It 
may not be tender on the surface 
but only upon deep examination. 
As tho Inflammation of the ap- 
pendix tjecomes more marked, ten- 
derness increases. Your phyaldan 
can tell a great deal about what lies 
underneath a tender spot In the ab- 
dominal wall by exerting gentle 
pressure, wblch brings out the ex- 
tent of tlie spasm In the muscle. 

Appendicitis may bo confused 
with Inflammations In the abdo- 
men. Any organ in this vicinity may 
become inflamed, and the condition 
resemble appendicitis. An In- 
flamed appendix either gels well or 
spreads or perforates. The tlory 
OS previous attacks la lielpful In la< 
eating the disease In the appendix. 
A patient with appendldtlt usually 
tells his phyilcian that he has had 
other attacks like the present one.

It Is good policy to call a phy- 
sician as soon as you develop a per- 
tlslcnt abdominal pain. Go lo tied 
ond take nothing by mouth until 
your physician advises you what to 
do. It the condition is not appendi- 
citis, no harm haa reaulted. It tho 
disease Is appendicitis, early re- 
moval rcsulta in cure without compli- 
cations. Tho old practice of trying 
to get rid of abdominal pain by tok- 
Ing something l« last disappearing.
